Dear Sir: 

Today I read an account of an alleged tie-in between Ruby and 
Oswald in a sensationalist styled news weekly, the NATIONAL ENQUIRER, 
May IV, 1964. Described in some detail was a letter in which the CIA 
urged the Dallas Police force not to prosecute Ruby and Oswald for the 
alleged attempt on the life of Maj. Gen. Edwin A. Walker. 

Is the account in that article (signed by John Henshaw) correct? 
Does the Dallas police have evidence of prior connection between Oswald 
and Ruby? If such really be the case, then it is your absolute duty to 
God and Country to make known your evidence, through reputable channels, 
of the Information in your possession. 

If you fellows have such evidence, and withciid it now, then you 
have only yourselves to blame for the great crime you have committed 
against God, America, and our Constitutional Republic. Certainly in 
your position as a responsible peace officer, you must have first hand 
knowlege of the extent to which the Communist Conspiracy has its tentacles 
into every phase of American life. If you blow the lid off of this hotbed 
of U. S. Government intrigue now, it may well be the decisive stroke in 
preventing the total Communist take-over I personally feel is impending. 
Merely giving testimony to the so - called Warren Commission does not 
fulfill this obligation — obviously there is some reason to doubt the sincere 
interest of this "commission" in obtaining the "truth".

Kennedy killing

torm." Here is his reconstruction of the 
crime : 

Assassin No. 1 was concealed by Os- 
wald in the sixth-floor room of the lat- 
ter's place of work since the previous 
night, and smoked the cigarettes whose 
empty package was found there (Oswald 
was a non-smoker). On the fatal morn- 
ning, assassin No. 2 took up his position 
on the railroad bridge from which the 
Kennedy procession was a perfect target, 
and fired the first shot, which entered 
Che President's throat. The second shot, 
which wounded Texas Gov. John B. Con- 
nally, was fired by assassin No. 1. who 
fired again, hitting Kennedy in the back 
of the skull. The rifie had been brought 
to him in the morning by Oswald. 

The gunman at the sixth-floor window 
was placed there as insurance against 
No. 2's failing to get onto the railroad 
bridge; to create a diversion so the latter 
could get away; and because it was ne- 
cessary that shots be fired from the build- 
ing where the "fall guy," Oswald, was 
employed. If there were two assassins, 
there were two weapons, which would 
explain the confusion in the official 
stories about "the weapon" and about the 
telescopic sight being fitted both in Chi- 


cago and in Dallas. 
(' ASSASSIN A COP? Since the police im- 
I mediately surrounded the Book Deposi- 
t tory, how did assassin No. 1 get away? 
\ "The answer that seems to me to Impose 
itself," Buchanan wrote, "is that he wore 
/ a police uniform. And unless he has been 
i killed since, i believe he still wears it," 
He left in a patrol wagon while Oswald 
waited in tlie canteen of the building. 
How did Oswald get away, with police 
encircling the building? The answer: 
"Accomplice No. 2, the police officer who 
gave the order to let him through." 

Oswald left the building at 12:35 p.m.; 
at 12:36. according to Time, the police 
broadcast to all patrols hi.s color, height 
and weight in an order to apprehend 
him— having "discovered, with a speed 
unprecedented in criminal history, the 
guilty man in a murder without wit- 
nesses nor avowals." The official explan- 
ation of this seems to be that, the police 
having rounded up from the streets all 
90 employes of the building except Os- 
wald. Oswald's absence made them sus- 
picious, whereas presence in the building 
shortly before aroused no suspicion at all. 
This, for Bucbanan, only pointed to ac- 
complice No. 3— the police officer who 
broadcast the "stop Oswald" order, and 
who "already knew the role of Oswald in 
the conspii-acy." 

Accomplice No. 4 was not in police 
uniform but had the job of followinpr O.-;- 
wald. His e.xiteti^ncc is indicated by the 
speed witii which the police were inform- 
ed which way Oswald was going, and the 
details later given about what was "said" 
in the bus. where he got off, how far he 
walked before finding a taxi, and the 
taxi's number. These details were all 
supplied by "witnesses" who mysterious- 
ly disappeared when reporters sought 
them. Oswald may have tried to conceal 
where he was going, but "the pohce al- 
ready knew his address." Yet although 
they knew it. no one awaited him at his 
home, no one tried to prevent him from 
getting his revolver. 

TIPPIT'S DEATH: J. D. Tippit, a near 
neighbor of both Oswald and Ruby, knew 
the latter well and appears to have also 
known the former. Tippit was waiting 
alone in a patrol car — which was not 
only against the rules, but "inconceiv- 
able" in an area that was being combed 
for an armed murder suspect. For what- 
ever reason Tippit's normal patrol-car 
companion (never identified) was absent, 
Tippit would have time to pick up an- 
other policeman before 1:16, when he 
stopped Oswald. But Tippit was accom- 
plice No. 5, whose risky mission was to 
intercept the fugitive and do it alone. 
O-swald, a witness has .stated, smiled on 
approaching him; Oswald had been as- 
sured that he would be gotten out of the 
country, and this was presumably the 
rendezvous. According to the script of the 
conspiracy Oswald would try to draw his 
gun; Tippit ivould kill him in legitimate 
.self-defense; and "the only suspect, the 
Fidel CastroLst, the fanatical Commuiost, 
would be silenced forever." Tippit was 
too slow on the draw. Accomplice No, 4 
followed Oswald to the movie house. The 
only alternative'^as then the one which 
was to have been avoided at ail costs— 
to take Oswald ahve. 

While the press was being told that 
one man has planned and executed Ken- 
nedy's assassination, the police did not 
at first accuse Oswald of complicity In 
that, but concentrated on interrogating

Relaxing at home, "Florence Sternfels, Psychic" takes a 
break in strenucxjs schedule of locating objects, solving 


crimes. Because she is without a secretary, aging and in 
falling health, Mrs. Sternfels Is unable to answer mail. 


Florence Sternfels, a plump, warmhearted grand- 
mother with strange extrasensory perceptiim 
(ESP) abiliUes, was visited at her modert Edge- 
water; N. J., home several years ago by the manager 
of her telephone company. "You drfq>ped in because 
you lost some important papers in your office, didn't 
you?" she greeted him. Amued, the tekphooc official 
admitted, "Yes, but how did you know?" "That's my 
hidden power, my sixth sense," chuckled Florence. 

Sitting down in her high-backed maht^any chair, 
Florence concratrated, drew an office diagram and 
showed her visitOT vdbere the lost documents had been 
misfiled. An hour later the man found them exactly 
where she had predicted he would. He phoned Flor- 
ence and asked, "What can I do for you?" 

"Well," she teased him, "your dKce refused to list 
my name in your telephone book as a psydik:." 

"We have a ptdicy," apologized the tekii^aTie man, 
"to protect our subscribers against mediums." 

But now, convinced of his benefactor's unique 
ESP powers, he had her listed in the telephone direc- 
tories as "Florence, Psychic" — the only medium so 
recognized even today. 

lluuiks to her paranormal gifts, Florence has prob- 
ably helped more people than any psychic in America. 
During the past 40 years, she has located co and ess 
lost objects and missing perstms, stdved thefts and 
helped the police to crack bafBlng crimes. 

Precisely how Florence sees the hazy past, remote 
present and distant future defies logicai explanation. 
Frankly, I was skeptical of her achievements undl 1 
documented many of her startling cases. But she has 
been checked by many police officers, who often make 
secret pilgrimages to her home to ccmsult ber. Her 
abilities also have been acknowledged by parapsy- 
chologlsts at Duke, Columbia and Georgetown. 

MENTAL ncnlllES 

Florence calls herself a "psychometrist." She re- 
ceives mental pictures about someone she has never 
met by handling an "inductor" — an object, especially 
a metal one, belonging to the person. 

Typical is die way Florence helped the police find a 
missing woman's body after feeling the victim's corset. 
Dr. Phoebe DuBois, 79, had gone for a walk in die 
woods near KinneloD, N. J., and disappeared. When, 
after 1 5 days, she couldn't be found by police dogs or 
helicopters, the local chief of police, Gilford Whlt- 
mne, contacted Florence. 

To his amazement, she described die missing wom- 
an in detail, even how she was carrying $10 rolled up 
in a ball. Florence also sketched the road on which 
die missing woman had last walked, then how she fell 
in the woods and died of exposure. 

-norence was correct in all of the information she 
gave us," Police Chief Whitmore recently told me. 

Somedmes a single "vision" of Florence's is enough 
to help the police crack a case. When several Essex 
Coimty, N. ]., jewelry stores were n4>bed of diamonds 
several years ago, the police were stumped. "I 'saw' a 
limping man and an old-fashioned brass bed," recalls 
Floience. "It wasn't much to go on, but the police 
picked up three crooks who limped. One slept in a 
bran bed. When the police unscrewed the ornamental 
balls on the top of die bedposts, they found the miss- 
ing diamonds." 

Occasionally, Florence works on cases in which 
federal agents are involved, although officials will 
not confirm it. 

Take the case of Adolph Coors III, tlie 44-year-old 
miUionaire brewer of Golden, Colo., who mysteriously 
disappeared on February 9, 1960. Hie missing man's 
brother, William, sought Florence's help. Florence 
answered that he first must get clearance from the 
FBI. She also said diat she didn't want any publicity 
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
